WILMINGTON — Last Thurs- 
day, Wilmingt¢n Community Tele- 
vision hosted a debate between 
the three candidates for the 19th 
Middlesex District’s state repre- 
sentative seat. The position, 
which represents Tewksbury pre- 
cincts 1, 1A, 2, 2A, 4, 4A and Wil- 
mington precincts 1, 2, 4, 5, 6, was 
most recently held by the late 
James Miceli for more than 40 
years. 


Tom Zuppa, managing editor for 
the Lowell Sun, moderated the de- 
bate, and Rob Hayes of the Wil- 
mington Apple, Bill Gilman of 
Your Tewksbury Today, and Cas- 
sia Burns of the Town Crier asked 
questions. 

Democratic candidate Dave 
Robertson worked for 10 years in 
Miceli’s office, most recently as 
chief of staff, and grew up in 
Tewksbury. Republican candidate 
Pina Prinzivalli is a bank branch 
manager and moved to Tewks- 
bury in 2015. Unenrolled candi- 


date Patricia Meuse is an attor- 
ney who serves on the Shawsheen 
Tech School Committee, and is a 
Wilmington native who lives in 
Tewksbury. 

Each candidate was allowed a 
one minute opening statement, 
one minute to answer a question, 
and one minute to respond to an- 
other candidate. 

The first topic of the debate was 
opioid use and abuse in the com- 
munity. Prinzivalli suggested that 
early education and prevention 
programs could stem overdoses. 


Robertson voiced his support for 
the criminalization of fentanyl 
and other deadly substances. 
Meuse stated that Governor Char- 
lie Baker’s current opioid plan 
isn’t extensive enough, and wants 
to hold insurance companies re- 
sponsible for supporting recovery. 

The conversation then shifted to 
sober homes and detox centers. 
All three candidates expressed 
support for community involve- 
ment in zoning.

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Count Rumford once taught in Wilmington

«A young man who taught 
sehool in Wilmington in 
‘Colonial times became a 
‘prominent scientist in the 
Jafe 18th Century. Franklin 
-D; Roosevelt named him as 
one of three greatest Ameri- 
can minds, along with Jef- 
derson and Franklin. 


. Benjamin Thompson, 
‘though, lived most of his life 
in Europe. 


The, American Revolution 
proved to be a strange turn 
of events in the life of young 
Thompson, who became a 
Tory, a Loyalist. 

Born in North Woburn in 
1758; ‘he studied under a lo- 
cal! schoolmaster, but by age 
12 ‘or 18, had learned all that 
Jolin Fowle could teach. He 
was a friend of Laommi 
‘Baldwin, and the two would 
walk to Cambridge, to at- 
tend lectures at Harvard. 

He went to Salem as an ap- 
prentice to a merchant, and 
then to Boston. At the time 
of the Boston Massacre, it is 
Said-he grabbed a gun and 
rari to the scene, ready to 


kill British troops, but the 
skirmish had ended before 
he arrived. 

He taught school in Wil- 
mington during the winter of 
1768-69, and later taught in 
other towns. Rev. Waters ask- 
ed him to take over an acad- 
emy in Rumford, N.H. Tall, 
handsome, educated and of 
good bearing, he made quite 
stir. A rich widow, Mrs. Rolfe, 
Sarah fell in love with him, 
and they were married. 

He also made an impres- 
sion on the governor, Went- 
worth, who appointed him as 
a major in the New Hamp- 
shire Militia. This did not sit 
well with members of the 
militia. With tensions build- 
ing between th:

offered his services to Gen- 
eral W.. “ston, but was 
rebuffed. 

He became active in re- 


cruiting loyalists to fight the 
rebels. After a mob attacked 
his house, he fled to the 
British lines. He eventually 
fled to England and was 
appointed a lieutenant colo- 
nel in the King’s American 
Dragoons. He served for a 
time in command of horse 
troops on Long Island. 

After war’s end, he became 
a colonel in the king’s army, 
and was knighted. However, 
he had no combat experi- 
ence. He set off to Austria, 
which at the time was in a 
war with Turkey. However, 
that war had ended before 
he arrived. He took the rec- 
ommendation of Maximilian 
and went to Bavaria, where 
he became a major general. 

Thompson had large mar- 
shes drained in Munich and 
made into gardens, which 
today are the largest park in 
Europe. He reorganized the 
army. He devised a cooking 
method with which he cook- 
ed food for 1,100 men with a 
very small amount of fuel. 

He wrote many books on 
scientific subjects, especially 
on thermodynamics. In a 


famous experiment, he bored 
a submerged cannon, creat- 
ing a heat transfer sufficient 
to boil water, proving that 
heat was an energy form, not 
a substance. He devised a 
stove and developed fire- 
place designs that provide 
excellent heat transfer. 

The Elector of Bavaria had 
become a prince in the Holy 
Roman Empire, conferring 
upon him the right to grant 
great honors. He made 
Thompson a Count. The new 
Count chose the name Rum- 
ford, for the town in New 
Hampshire that is now Con- 
cord. 

President John Adams 
asked Rumford to return to 
America, to take command 
of West Point. And in Wo- 
burn, his old friend Baldwin 
built a house for him, which 
became the 1790 House. Rum- 
ford never came to America 
though, choosing to continue 
his scientific experiments in 
Europe. 

He was the founder and 
first president of the Royal 
Institute of London. From 
its scheme came the Smith-

sonian, the great national 
museum of the USA. He also 
founded the Academy of 
Arts of Sciences in Boston. 
He gave -$5,000 to each of 
these, establishing the Rum- 
ford Medal for the best work 
on light and heat. He also 
established the Rumford

professorship at Harvard. 

In North Woburn, his birth- 
place on Elm Street is now a 
museum and a National His- 
toric Landmark. There is a 
statue of him in front of the 
Woburn Public Library. 

Count Rumford died in 
Paris in 1814.

The proposed law also 
‘lists all of the ways that this 
patient limit would vary. 

Ballot question 2 is also a 
law by initiative petition, 
which would create a citizens 
commission to recommend 
amendments to the U.S. 
Constitution. The commis- 
sion would focus on making 
campaign contributions reg- 
ulated and establishing that 
corporations don’t have the 
same rights as human be- 
ings. The third and last ques- 
tion is a referendum to an 
existing law, wherein the cur- 
rent law, prohibiting discrim- 
ination based on gender 
identity in public places, may 
be approved or repealed. Vo- 
ting yes is to keep the law as 
it is and no is to repeal it. 

The office of the Town 
Clerk reports that the town 
of Wilmington has over 
15,000 registered voters who 
could also have participated 
in early or absentee voting 
or may cast their vote next 
Tuesday. They’ve given out 
1,365 early voting ballots and 
370 absentee ballots either in 
person or by mail. Early vot- 
ing at the Town Hall con- 
cluded on Tuesday.

to the building, they've ask- 
ed the landowner to expand 
the parking facilities," Mawn 
explained. "The petition 
before you tonight seeks to 
do just that. There's ample 
space to provide the enlar- 
ged parking, and it will com- 
ply with every aspect of zon- 
ing ordinances." 

Ultimately, the City Coun- 
cil continued the public 
hearing on the special per- 
mit petition until its Nov. 20 
meeting, while the matter 
was also referred to the 
Special Permits Committee. 

During the introductory 
public hearing, Mawn made 
no reference to any offsite 
traffic improvements being 
planned as a result of the 
parking field enlargement, 
which would presumably re- 
sult in a sizable jump in 
vehicle trips to and from the 
Site. 

However, when Ward 2 Al- 
derman Richard Gately sug- 
gested traffic impacts should 
be scrutinized, the attorney 
contended site access into 
and out of the site, which in- 
cludes a pair of two-way 
driveways, is more than suffi- 
cient to process any increase. 

"This is a massive site for 
this type of building," said 
the. Presidential Ventures 
representative. 

Generally, the aldermen 
launched no major objections 
to the proposal. However, the 
eity officials did express 
some suspicion about the 
sheer size of the new parking 
lot, which will result in near- 
ly double the parking capaci- 
ty around the office building. 

"That seems like a giant 
number of parking spaces to 
add. I don't necessarily take 
exception to it. Maybe that's 
just what the [tenant's] par- 
king. demand is," said City 
Council President Richard 
Haggerty. 

"It's twice the required 
amount. Lahey is uSing it for 
IT, and that is a fairly dense 
usage," Mawn responded. 
"In some of their other spa- 
ces, they have limited park- 
ing and that has been a prob- 
lem for them." 

With the plans calling for 
the availability of more than 
600 on-site parking stalls, 


Ward 2 Alderman Richard 
Gately later questioned whe- 
ther the proposal was the 
first stage of a larger expan- 
sion. 

Though not ruling out that 
possibility in the years 
ahead, Mawn assured the 
South End official that the 
landlord has no present plans 
to build additional office 
space on the 13.69-acre site. 
He also pointed out that back 
in 2008, the previous site 
owner had obtained permis- 
sion from the council to tack 
a 60,000 square foot addition 
onto the 2-story structure. 

The project never went 
ahead as planned. 

Along similar lines, Alder- 
man at-large Michael Con- 
cannon inquired as to whe- 
ther any talks with Lahey 
Health have centered upon a 
satellite parking arrange- 
ment. Noting that Planning 
Director Tina Cassidy had 


expressed concern about 


that possibility in a memo to 
the council, Concannon ad- 
vocated for adding a special 
permit condition that prohib- 
ited the parking area from 
being used by other offsite 
staff members. 

"We're fine with limiting it 
to this site," Mawn said. 
"The intent is the parking 
would be used to service this 
building and this building 
only." 

Dishing out $13.25 million 
for the acquisition, Presiden- 
tial Ventures purchased the 
Presidential Way property, 
situated in the city's sole IP- 
2 zoning district, about a 
month before the trade 
school lease ended. 

A practicing attorney, Mawn 
is the president and CEO of 
Woburn-based bank Northern 
Bank. Mawn is also listed as 
the registered agent of Presi- 
dential Ventures, which ac- 
cording to corporate records, 
maintains an office within 
Northern Bank's Mishawum 
Road headquarters. 

Besides being tied to the 
real-estate investment firm, 
he is also an officer for 8 
Presidential Way's manage- 
ment company, PV Manage- 
ment Inc., which is charged 
with negotiating leases with 
tenants. PV Management 
also maintains an office at 
Northern Bank.

WILMINGTON — What is 
#1978/6? 

Wondering what on earth 
these #1978/6 yard signs 
you are seeing could possi- 
bly mean? The idea behind 
them is exactly designed to 
make you ask that ques- 
tion. 

These signs are to help 
make you and others aware 
of the scope of the drug 
and alcohol problem the 
country is currently facing. 
In 2017, in the United 
States, there were more 
than 72,000 deaths resulted 
from fatal drug overdoses 
and related deaths. 

This number shows a 
more than seven percent 
increase from 2016 and 
unfortunately the numbers 
are continuing to increase 
in 2018. Today, fatal drug 
overdoses represent a high- 


er number of deaths. than 
that reported for breast 
eancer; furthermore, the 
toll for drug related deaths 
is also higher than the 
causalities of military per- 
sonnel during the 12 years 
of the Vietnam War 
(~58,000). There can be no 
doubt that indeed the War 
on Drugs is truly a war. 
The number, 1978, is the 
number of fatal overdoses 
recorded in Massachusetts 
from the year 2017 and the 
number 6 represent the 
number of fatal drug over- 
doses which first respon- 
ders attended to in Wil- 
mington in 2017. Sadly, the 
number (6) may be higher 
if a Wilmington resident 
overdosed out of town, and 
does not reference only 
Wilmington residents. 
These signs will hopefully 


make everyone aware of 
the scope of this problem 
for citizens who have lost 
their battle with addiction 
and provide empathy for 
the families and friends 
who have lost loved ones.

Selectmen hear about Olin Superfund site plan

Michael Newhouse present- 
ed to the board the concep- 
tual framework for an al- 
ternative plan for the site. 
Presenting with him was 
Steven Goodman, Manager 
of the Wilmington-Woburn 
Intermodal LLC and Prin- 
cipal of GFI Partners, Inc. 

Newhouse asserted that 
the goal of the evening was 
to explain and answer ques- 
tions with regards to the 


relationship between the 


developers and New Eng- 
land Transrail, and to ac- 
knowledge issues of con- 
cern from the perspective 
of both. 

Newhouse also empha- 
sized that the GFI plan 
would be a warehousing, 
non-transrail alternative to 
current proposals. 

“They’re in the business 
of warehousing, they’re in 
the business of logistics, 
they’re not in‘the business 
of owning or operating rail- 


way facilities,” Newhouse 
said. 

With the exception of 
Chairman Kevin Caira, 
who recused himself due to 
potential conflict of inter- 
est issues, each of the 
selectmen voiced concerns 
regarding the new plan. 
Based on the nature of the 
site and ongoing EPA in- 
vestigation, many concerns 
were related to environ- 
mental issues. 

In response to a question 
from Selectman Greg Ben- 
del regarding project phas- 
ing, Goodman said that 
developers “...wouldn’t build 
on the containment area 
until it’s completely resol- 
ved by the EPA.” 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
referred back to the years- 
long standoff with New 
England Transrail in re- 
gards to the cite, character- 
izing previous conversa- 
tions with Olin as “a lot of 
talk and no action.” 

Selectman Ed Loud rais- 


ed the issue of both traffic 
and environmental pollu- 
tion from a surge in the 
number of cars and trucks 
driving to the site. He no- 
ted that the turn onto Wo- 
burn Street near the site 
was already a difficult and 
congested traffic spot. 

Stormwater was also a 
frequently addressed con- 
cern. Due to previous cir- 
cumstances, including the 
closing of several wells in 
Wilmington, and due to the 
fact that the proposed site 
would involve a _ large 
paved area, board mem- 
bers and residents both ex- 
pressed concern regarding 
the way stormwater at the 
site would be treated and 
stored. 

Though few specifics are 
available at this point in 
conceptual planning, Good- 
man assured those present 
that “...we know it’s an 
issue, we know we’re going 
to have to contain stormwa- 
ter and clean it.” 


Selectman Jonathan Ea-: 
ton commented on the diffi- 
culty of evaluating the pro- 
posal at this early phase in. 
its planning. ; 

“Why are we having this.’ 
conversation now?” asked. : 
Eaton. “It’s very difficult: 
on this side of the table to’ » 
evaluate your proposal, 
and one of your principals 
at GFI is acknowledging 
that it’s very difficult for 
you to even know what’s 
there because we don’t, 
even know what the EPA’s. 
plan is going to be.” 

Newhouse said that they. - 
would not go before the - 
Planning Board without; 
detailed plans and a com- 
prehensive study of the 
site. He also argued, 
though, that had GFI be- 
gun with an all-in technical 
presentation to the Plan- 
ning Board, “we would be:

state representative Jim Ly- 
ons’ ice cream shop Dandi- 
Lyons. 

Robertson expressed an 
interest in removing some 
traffic restrictions on Route 
38, and, in a rebuttal to Prin- 
zivalli, rebuked claims by 
the Republican Town Com- 
mittee of Tewksbury that 
said he was anti-small busi- 
ness. 


Zuppa asked the candidates _ 


their opinions on the Safe 
Communities Act. Prinzivalli 
and Meuse are against sanc- 
tuary cities and states for 
illegal immigrants. Robert- 
son is against sanctuary 
states, and rejects state IDs 
and local voting rights for 
illegal immigrants. 

“These folks have skirted 
the system... I’ve helped 
green card holders go 
through the system, and 
seen how illegal immigrants 
undercut them.” 

Addressing the well-being 
of senior citizens, Robertson 
advocated better healthcare 
for aging residents. 

“That is my generation!” 
said Meuse, who went on to 
voice support for increased 
senior tax credits. 

Prinzivalli claimed that 
seniors are concerned that 
they are not being heard on 
Beacon Hill, and pledged 
special office hours to meet 
with them. 

The candidates discussed 
judicial accountability and 
Governor Baker’s perform- 
ance. Zuppa also asked the 
candidates to share their 
political idols, invoking the 
legacy of Miceli. 

“Well, I think you grabbed 
my go-to one there, consider- 
ing I spent a decade serving 
with [Miceli]!” joked Rob- 
ertson, before choosing John 
F. Kennedy for his New 
England values. 

Prinzivalli chose Senate 
candidate Geoff Diehl, and 
Meuse choose President 
Donald Trump and former 
President Ronald Reagan.

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After 7.5 months on the shelf, Olson now No. 1 in MASCAC 
Junior named Runner of the Year, and leads Worcester St to team title

WILLIAMSTOWN/WILM- 
INGTON - On October 28th 
of last year, Wilmington res- 
ident Elisabeth Olson was in 
agony. She was able to get 
across the finish line as the 
seventh best runner during 


the MASCAC 
(Massachusetts State 
Collegiate Athletic 


Gonference) Cross-Country 
League Championship Meet 
and did so with a severe 
Stress fracture. The injury 
tot only ended her season, 
but forced her to sit out the 
indoor and outdoor track 
seasons at Worcester State, 
spending 7.5 months on the 
shelf. 

~Fast-forward 364 days to be 
éxact, last Saturday, not 
Gnly was Olson _ back 
healthy, but the junior won 
the individual championship 
with a 5K time of 20:03.86, 
which helped lead Worcester 
State to its second straight 
MASCAC Championship 
Meet title. She was also 
named the League's Runner 
Ofithe Year. 

While overcoming the 
injury, Olson - and the rest 
of:the running field - had to 
also deal with the terrible 
weather conditions. It was 
about 37 degrees when run- 
ners were getting warmed- 
up with a swirling wind and 
Heavy rain. 

"It literally felt like below 
freezing and we were soaked 
before the race even began. 
The starting line was a huge 


puddle. It was absolutely 
miserable," said Olson. 

Heading into this race, 
Olson had the fifth best time 
in the league. She said that 
she was familiar with the 
other four girls and knew 
that if she just ran the way 
she was capable of, she per- 
haps would have a shot at 
the individual title. 

"My strategy was to sit 
back for the first two miles 
to just see how things were 
going to play out because of 
the weather," she said. "If I 
run controlled and smart, I 
have a pretty good kick, so I 
just wanted to have that as 
an option." 

As the race unfolded, it 
seemed like her strategy 
was paying off. 

"After the first mile-and-a- 
half I found myself in third 
place, which I was kind of 
surprised about, but I knew I 
felt strong and if I could get 
up the one big hill and still 
keep the lead in sight, I 
would be golden for the rest 
of the course," she 
explained. "With about a 
mile to go I was closing in 
on the top two runners and 
created a gap between me 
and the fourth. 

“The last 1,000 meters or so 
was weird because we did 
some weird loop around the 
finish line before cutting in. 
Essentially I had no idea 
where the finish was. It was- 
n't marked well with a chute 
or a clock, and it was rain- 
ing so hard I couldn't see." 

A short while later, now 
with about 600-700 meters

left, she try to narrow in on 
that finish line, all the while 
make her move. 

"I caught up to my senior 
teammate, Mia (Rogers), 
who was in second and told 
her to come with me," said 
Olson. "Then I quickly 
caught up to the first runner 
(Jenise Madden of 
Bridgewater State), and ran 
with her for a little, only 
until I could really visualize 
the finish line. It wasn't until 
my coach yelled at me 
where it was maybe about 
one-hundred meters to go. 
That's when I sprinted past 
her. I didn't want to risk 
making a move until I was 
absolutely certain of how 
much I had left. 

“When I finished I asked 
the first guy I saw if I had 
won and he looked at me 
with such a confused look. 
(Once I realized I won), I 
really could not believe it." 

After Olson finished, her 
teammates were quickly 
behind finishing third, 10th, 
llth and 13th which was 
more than enough for the 
team to celebrate with its 
second straight meet cham- 
pionship title. 

"I am really proud of my 
team,” said Olson. “For the 
past few months I've seen 
everyone work incredibly 
hard to achieve their indi- 
vidual goals which ultimate- 
ly helped achieve the team 
goal. Beating Westfield is 
never easy. For 13-plus years 
they've had the best pro- 
gram in the MASCAC and 
their coach is so well- 
respected and knowledge- 
able. 


I'm just so happy for every- 
one. I know that the times 
were nowhere near what we 
we've been running all sea- 
son, but everyone came 
together to give their best 
effort and we came out on 
top. That's all anyone can 
ask for." 

Dan Raboin was not part of 
last year's team title as this 
is his first season as head 
coach. He said coming into 
the season, he was informed 
about Olson's 2017 injury 
plagued seasons. 

"Elisabeth's injury history 


her first two years was 
rather extensive and I can 
only imagine it to be 
extremely frustrating," he 
said. "However, through it 
all, she fought to compete in 
as many races as she could. 
She competed extremely 
well considering the circum- 
stances. She logged copious 
amounts time in the gym 
and the pool cross-training. 

"Having this knowledge of 
her past history told me that 
Elisabeth has the drive, pas- 
sion, and commitment of a 
high level athlete. Many who

are outside of our sport 
don't realize that this dedi- 
cation, and drive is a form 
of talent, a form of talent 
that is difficult to teach or 
instill in some athletes. 

“Knowing about her 
injuries, provided me infor- 
mation that she has natural 
ability. This was shown by 
her performances in all of 
the races she competed in 
last year. Were they stellar 
performances like the ones 
she has had most of this sea- 
son? No they were not, but 
they were rather exceptiona! 
considering she could not 
get in any consistent train- 
ing running wise.” 

Back when the season 
started in late August, Olson 
told Raboin that she was 
still feeling some discom- 
fort. He suggested that she 
‘slow down some of her 
training to allow her body to 
recover and repair itself’, 
which over time helped get 
rid of that ongoing pain and 
get her back to one-hundred 
percent. 

“Hlisabeth has now put in 
the longest string of uninter- 
rupted training that she has 
ever had collegiately,” said 
Raboin. “She is averaging 
roughly forty miles a week 
and running two quality 
workouts a week with a long 
run. 

“Her initial goal was to 
place in the top five at the 
MASCAC Meet,” he contin- 
ued. “A goal we both 
believed was achievable 
based off of her result there 
last year and her healthy

The team finished the regu- 
lar season. with a record of 
8-5-5 and drew No. 2 seed 
Winchester in the first round 
of the tournament and were 
defeated 3-1.

WILMINGTON -- In the 
midst of a tremendous 
nor’easter that pummeled 
the New England region on 
Saturday, the Wilmington 
Wildcats football team 
encountered a huge chal- 
lenge when they took to a 
rain-soaked Alumni Field to 
face Lynn Classical. 

While winds gusted at 
times to fifty miles-per-hour, 
shredding the umbrellas of a 
‘few hardy fans who braved 
‘the elements, Lynn Classical 
did the same to their host, 
overwhelming the .Wildcats, 
38-8. 

All of the scoring took 
place during a frenetic first 
half as Lynn Classical reeled 
off a trio of unanswered 
touchdowns. The Wildcats 
managed to briefly punctu- 
ate the assault, scoring off a 
fumble recovery, but were 
otherwise ineffective offen- 
sively. 

With the convincing win in 
this playoff consolation 
game, Lynn _ Classical 
improved to 5-3 overall and 
will next face Lynn English 
in a non-league contest. 
Wilmington, meanwhile, fell 
to 3-5 overall (finished 1-4 in 
the Middlesex Freedom 
League) and will host -an 
equally struggling 
Somerville club on Friday 
night at 6 pm in another 
consolation round contest. 

The Wildcats season will 
wrap up with a visit from 
archrival Tewksbury for 
their traditional 
Thanksgiving clash. The 
Redmen are currently 7-1 on 
the season and in the 
Division 3 North sectional 
semi-finals. 

Fresh off a lopsided 36-7 
defeat at the hands of 
league-leading Stoneham, 
Wilmington head coach 
Craig Turner was well aware 
that Lynn Classical also pre- 
sented a number of obsta- 
cles for his group of young 
athletes. And the weather 
certainly didn’t help the 
Wildeats cause. 

“During our week of prac- 
tice, we tried to prepare a 
few things offensively with 
the storm in mind,” Turner 


explained. “Obviously, exe- 
cuting the run was key. But 
what we didn’t fully account 
for was how much more tal- 
ented Classical was up front 
than us. They handled us 
pretty well up front.” 

An understatement, cer- 
tainly, but acceptable under 
the circumstances. As 
Turner outlined his pre- 
game preparations, he 
emphasized his displeasure 
with the post-season pair- 
ing. 

“They’re a Division 3 
team,” he said. “That’s a 
division above us. During 
the pre-season, Lynn 
Classical was ranked a top- 
15 team in the state. I wasn’t 
exactly thrilled with the 
match-up but it is what it is.

Wilmington tailback Peter 
Marino would likely count 
himself among the “not- 
thrilled” crowd, as well.

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Hockey team, eventually 
lettering in all three sports 
and also serving as captain 
of the hockey team a senior. 

He may have been a little 
intimidated at first when as 
a freshman hockey player, 
coach George Cogan had 
him playing at the varsity 
level, but it didn't take him 
long to adjust, and he soon 
fit right in against players 
who were much bigger and 
stronger than him at the 
time. 

"After that first year of 
getting my feet wet, I was 
able to come back as a 
sophomore and I was ready 
to go," Irwin said. 

And go he did, helping the 
Wildeats compete against 
powerhouses like 
Burlington and Billerica. 
Under the direction of new 
coach Ken Palm in his 
sophomore year, Irwin and 
his teammates began to 
make their presence felt on 
the ice, and in his senior 
year, he captained the team 
to the league championship 
and its first Eastern Mass 
Hockey berth. 

"We had a fabulous year, 
qualifying for the state 
tournament," Irwin said. 
"That was a remarkable 
accomplishment in those 
days, because you had to 
win your league in order to 
qualify. Wilmington didn't 
have the tradition back then 
that it has now, so for us to 
make the tournament was 
pretty exciting." 

Irwin credits coach Palm 
with being a big reason for 
the team's success. 

"He was a fantastic 
coach," Irwin said. "He 
was very knowledgeable. 
He came to us after coach- 
ing Melrose, which always 
had a great hockey tradi- 
tion, so to have him as a 
coach was very big for us. 
We learned a lot from him." 

After excelling with the 
baseball team in the spring, 


‘Irwin, ‘and his teammates 
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got ready for the football 
season. Irwin, along with 
teammates like Jimmy 
Tildsley, Dave O'Connell, 
Bobby Stewart, Dick Gillis, 
Ed Gillis, and Ed Harrison 
moved from the diamond to 
the gridiron and kept their 
success going under the 
direction of coach Fred 
Bellissimo, who guided 
them to league titles in the 
group's junior and senior 
years. 

"We weren't the most tal- 
ented group of kids, but we 
had so many great kids on 
that team who were willing 
to do whatever it took to 
win," Irwin said. "And 
Fred Bellissimo was just a 
great coach. We had some 
people who were not the 
strongest or fastest, but he 
knew how to get the best out 
of all of us. He was a 
tremendous coach and he 
believed in all.of us." 

Ed Harrison, one of 
Irwin's teammates with the 
football and baseball teams, 
who would go on to serve as 
the Wilmington High 
Athletic Director, remem- 
bers Irwin very well, not 
just for his athletic ability, 
but for his team first atti- 
tude. 

"Jack was a great. three 
sport athlete and he was a 
big part of the success of 
those teams back then, 
especially in hockey where 
they were facing some pow- 
erhouse teams," Harrison 
said. "But he never wanted 
recognition for what he did. 
He was a very low key kid, 
who just went out and did 
his job, like all of us. We 
never really thought about 
it, we just went out and did 
it. We never missed school. 
We never missed practice. 
We just loved being together 
and loved playing together." 

After high school, Irwin 
moved on to play varsity 
hockey at Babson College 
for four years, being chosen 
captain ‘the last’ two’ years. 
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Obviously, he a tremendous 
college career as well, but it 
is his high school days he 
looks back on most fondly. 
"College was a big change. 
It was like going from play- 
ing with kids to playing 
with adults," Irwin said. "It 
was much more serious. I 
had a lot of fun playing in 
college and I enjoyed it, but 
I definitely enjoyed playing 
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in high school more." 

On Saturday night, Irwin 
will finally be honored for 
those great high school 
days, and he is looking for-

Before his sophomore sea- 
son, Papageorgiou § had 
arthroscopic knee surgery. 
He still started every game 
but it took him a while to 
get back to 100 percent. 
When he did the team took 
off. The Wildcats finished 
that season 11-6-3, which 
included winning four of the 
last five regular season 
games by shut out. In fact of 
the 18 regular season 
games, he gave up one goal 
or less ten times. 

"He's the real deal," said 
head coach Steve Scanlon 
during that season. "He's a 
big kid around six-feet tall 
and a good athletic kid. He 
has great skills - you can 
put him as.a positional play- 
er and he would be pretty 
good. He's played soccer at 
a good level his entire life." 

During his junior year, the 
season of 2006, the Wildcats 


| finished 10-6-3 and lost. in 


the first round of the tourna- 
ment to Stoneham. 
Papageorgiou finished that 
season with 8 shut outs and 
a microscopic 0.60 GAA. 
Then came senior year, the 
best season of them: all. The 
Wildcats started out of the 
gates with a record of 10-0-2, 
including eight shut outs by 
Pap. Besides a sloppy 6-3 
win over Manchester-Essex, 


: Wilmington outscored its 


opponents 23-4 in 11 of those 
games. The 'Cats then had 
their biggest challenge a 
game with the 11-0-3 
Masconomet Chieftains 


team..- 

On a Friday night at 
Alumni Stadium, Masco 
jumped out to a 1-0 lead and 
then the lights went out 
causing a delay. When the 
lights came back on, the 
‘Cats scored two goals with- 
in eight minutes and defeat- 
ed Masco for the first time 
in nearly ten years. 

"One moment I will never 
forget was when the lights 
went out against Masco my 
senior year," said 
Papageorgiou. "We were 
down 1-0 and after the lights 
came back on in the second 
half we dominated play and 
came out with a 2-1 victory. 
I remember Matt 
Figueiredo scoring a goal 
that really got us fired up 
and feeling confident." 

Wilmington ended up fin- 
ishing in a tie for first place 
with Masconomet and 
shared the league title. 

"Vinny's a big reason why 
(we won the league title)," 
said Scanlon at the time. 
"He's a real problem trying 
to score against. When 
you're on a team that has 
that much confidence in 
your goalie, it can be very 
valuable. The thing about 
Vinny is he ends those prob- 
lems before anything can 
develop because he takes so 
many things out of play. 
Plus he's courageous and 
he's scary when he's run- 
ning at you. He's very agile 
and he has a lot of spring. 
He punches a lot. He'll be 
up on you when you're going 


for a head ball, and he'll be 


punching the ball out. 
That's not a comfortable 
feeling." 

Then in the Division 2 
North Sectional 
Tournament, Stoneham 


defeated Wilmington, 1-0, on 
penalty kicks ending the 
team's season at 13-2-4. 

Papageorgiou was named 
the CAL and Lowell Sun 
Player of the Year, a Globe 
and Herald All-Scholastic 
and was named to both the 
Eastern Mass and All-State 
teams. He had the stats and 
accolades to back all of that 
up. He was as so physically 
and mentally tough inbe- 
tween the posts, he was 
intense, extremely athletic 
which enabled him to make 
all kinds of ten-bell saves. 
He could also punt the ball 
as far as 70 yards. 


' During that senior season, 


Scanlon emphatically stated 
that Papageorgiou was the 
best goalie who he ever 
coached, which included his 
days at Westford Academy. 
Scanlon guided the Grey 
Ghosts to a state champi- 
onship in 1993 and the fol- 
lowing year to the North 
Sectional crown. The goalie 
of that team was a kid 
named Mike Ewers, who 
went on to play at Columbia 


University. 
"Oh yeah, no question 
(Vinny is better)," 


answered Scanlon at the 
time. "Vinny's quicker than 
Michael was but Michael 
was six-foot-eight, was agile 
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as a cat just not as quick-

"Winning the league title 
in track will always be a top, 
memory," he said.

Wildcats, playing four years 
under the direction of coach 
Steve Scanlon, and earning 
three varsity letters as a 
starter on the defensive side 
of the ball, even helping 
Wilmington to their first 
ever Cape Ann League title 
in 2007. 

"Nick was a true student 
athlete, very committed in 
the classroom, took his stud- 
ies seriously," Scanlon said. 
"That kind of determination 
and discipline was evident 
on the athletic field. He was 
a big, strong, tough, center 
back in soccer. I am not 
sure, but I think he was a 
CAL All-Star. He logged a 
ton of minutes for us and 
was a strong leader. Nick 
was well respected by his 
teammates, opponents and 
coaches." 

Farnsworth was an out- 
standing soccer player, but it 
was track and field where he 
made his indelible mark on 
Wilmington High sports his- 
tory, competing in the shot 
put, discus, and most 
notably, the discus in both 
Spring and Winter track. 

Nick did very well in all 
three events during his 
freshman and sophomore 
seasons, but it was his junior 
and senior seasons where he 
took his talents to an entire- 
ly new level, focusing on the 
javelin and going undefeat- 
ed in the Cape Ann League. 


He went on to win the 
Eastern Mass Division 3 
championship, placing sixth 
at All-States and finally 
earning a 12th place finish 
at the All New England 
Meet. 

“Between my sophomore 
and junior year I had really 
put in a lot of work, so I had 
a feeling it would be a good 
year, but of course I didn’t 
expect or know it would go 
as well as it did," 
Farnsworth said. "I defi- 
nitely ended up throwing 
farther than I expected I 
would.” 

“A big part of it also was 
committing to really listen- 
ing and learning from coach 
(Mike) Kinney and my dad.” 

Farnsworth's father, Dave, 
was a volunteer assistant 
with the Wildcats, but he 
was more than just your 
average volunteer assistant. 
He had an_ outstanding 
eareer of his own as a 
javelin thrower at the 
University of Pennsylvania, 
and he passed those skills on 
to his son, as well as other 
members of the Wilmington 
High team. 

But it was more than just 
his father's expertise in the 
javelin that Nick appreciat- 
ed most. It was the way he 
let Nick approach the sport. 

“It was huge. He was an 
incredible javelin thrower at 
the University of

Pennsylvania, one of the 
best.in the country, so to 
have someone like him help- 
ing me was_ incredible," 
Farnsworth said. "And it 
was very special to me that 
he never forced me into any 
sports. When I was younger, 
I was really into soccer and 
he always encouraged me 
and supported me because 
that is what I liked. He 
never pushed me towards 
track. 

“But later when I decided 
to try the javelin, he was 
able to help me. I can’t 
thank him enough for what 
he did for me. He was never 
overbearing, and never 
forced me into anything, but 
he was always there when I 
needed him and he let me 
develop on my own, which 
was very important to me.” 

Nick also teamed up with 
Tom Barry and Shawn 
Fahey to capture the State 
Division 3 Javelin Relay 
Title and was voted both the 
team and the Cape Ann 
League MVP. In addition to 
his coaches, including Bob 
Cripps, the legendary Frank 
Kelley and his father, 
Farnsworth also credited 
Fahey, who was an All-State 
champion himself during 
Farnsworth's junior year, 
with bringing out the best in 
him. 

"Being able to compete 
against Shawn every day in 


practice and seeing the way 
he worked every day to 
improve was big for me," 
Farnsworth said."He was 
always a better athlete than 
me, and he really helped me 
to push myself to be my 
best.” 

Farnsworth was certainly 
at his best during his senior 
year when he once again 
went undefeated in the CAL 
in the javelin, won the 
Eastern Mass Division 3 
title, and won the All-States, 
a goal he had set for himself 
at the start of the year, 
breaking the state record in 
the process with a distance 
of 192' 4” - a full 12 inches 
further than his nearest 
competitor. 

"It was huge to be able to 
do that. That was a very 
tough year, and I knew there 
would be a lot of competition 
going in," Farnsworth said. 
"I had gone into it hoping to 
beat the state record, so to 
be able to actually do it was 
amazing. Beating the 
record was incredible, but 
doing so while winning All- 
States was huge. It felt 
great knowing that all of 
that hard work had paid 
off.” 

He was also once again 
part of the Division 3 Relay 
championship, this time 
winning the title along with 
Tom Barry and Mike 
Pizzotti. 

Nick was also once again 
voted team and Cape Ann 
League MVP and was also 
selected to the Boston Globe 
and Boston Herald All 
Scholastic Track Teams, but 
most importantly he helped 
the Wildcats bring home 
their first Division 3 Eastern 
Mass Championship Title in 
over 40 years. 

“It was unbelievable, espe- 
cially because track is a lit- 
tle bit of an individual sport, 
so sometimes it is hard to 
get the team to rally for 
team goals instead of indi- 
vidual goals, but this team 
was different," Farnsworth 
said. "I had a lot of great 
friends on that team, and I 
just remember people being 
willing to take on extra 
events that they did not nor- 
mally compete in just to get 
us as many points as possi- 
ble. That was a very special 
team to be a part of.” 

Farnsworth continued his 
athletic career as a member 
of the Harvard Track Team, 
and while it was not always 
easy for him, as he missed 


out on his entire sophomore 
year due to having Tommy 
John surgery, he came back 
his junior year and was 
elected team captain in his 
senior year. 

“Because I couldn’t com- 
pete sophomore year, I tried 
to help my teammates as 
much as I could," 
Farnsworth said. "And 
when I couldn’t compete I 
kind of fell in love with some 
of the other events and got a 
great appreciation for all of 
them. And when I came 
back my teammates were so 
supportive of me and I think 
that I why I was able to be 
successful.. It was such a 
huge honor to be selected. It 
was truly one of my greatest 
honors as an athlete or my 
life in general.” 

In addition to Harvard pro- 
viding him with a great edu- 
cation which led him to law 
school at Georgetown 
University and a career as 
an attorney working for 
Ropes and Gray in Boston, 
Harvard, or specifically 
Harvard track, also allowed 
him to meet the love of his 
life, Nicole, to whom he is 
now married. Nicole was 
also a member of the 
Harvard Track team, con- 
firming a long held belief by 
Farnsworth. 

“IT always like to say that 
track-and-field gave me 
everything. It gave me 
great friends and it helped 
get me to college and it led 
me to meeting my wife," 
Farnsworth said. "There 
were so many incredible, 
great events in my life that 
were all around track-and- 
field.”

We are all extremely 
proud to accept it and know 
Derek would have been too. 
That said it is bittersweet. 
Of course we’re happy that 
he’s getting in and think it’s 
well deserved, but at the 
same time we can’t help but 
be sad that he’s not the one 
here accepting it. 

“Derek had an outstanding 
athletic career here in 
Wilmington. He was a great 
football player especially as 
a running back—a lot of fun 
to watch. And as a wrestler 
he was just unreal. By his 
junior and senior year he 
was winning about every 
match and tournament he 
competed in and usually 
with ease. He won two state 
titles, an All-State title and if 
not for a broken hand he 
may well have won New 
Englands. 

“We took great joy in 
watching it all. It really was 
a source of pride for my 
whole family. I’m not just 
talking about my parents 
(David and Patty-Jo) and 
my sister (Alyssa) and I— 
we had aunts, uncles, 
cousins and grandparents at 
all his games and meets 
cheering him on. We’re a 
tight knit family. Now those 
are some of our greatest and 
most cherished memories 
with Derek. 

“Aside from athletics, 
Derek was a great kid. He 
had a magnetic personality. 
Always having fun and smil- 
ing and he was a practical 
jokester. Everyone who 
knew him liked him. He was 
the type of kid who could 
walk into a room full of 
strangers and ‘own the 
room’ thirty minutes later. 

"To my family, he was a 
great son, brother, nephew 


and grandson. Personally I 
saw what a terrific uncle he 
was to my two kids and how 
much they adored him. 
That’s why I know that he 
would have been an amazing 
father to his daughter 
Jenna. Many of the pictures 
and videos we have of him, 
to show her, are of Derek 
playing football and 
wrestling—so she’ll know 
how great an athlete her dad 
was for sure." 

Certainly Derek was a gift- 
ed athlete. In wrestling, he 
was a four-year starter and 
two-year captain. He fin- 
ished his career with a 
record of 158-34. He was the 
first wrestler to reach 100 
wins and his 158 wins is still 
a program record today. 

He is also the first and only 
wrestler in the history of the 
program to win three sec- 
tional championship titles, 
while he joins Roman Walsh 
as the lone two wrestlers to 
win three straight Cape Ann 
League Championship titles. 
One of those titles came at 
160 pounds as he bumped up 
two weight classes to help 
the team. 

Hanley is the only wrestler 
in the history of the pro- 
gram to win back-to-back 
state titles and the only one 
to win an all-state title com- 
ing at 145 pounds. 

During his senior year, he 
finished the season with a 
57-4 record, went on to place 
second at the New England 
Meet - the best finish of any 
wrestler in program history. 
He is also the only wrestler 
to place twice at the New 
Englands. 

After taking second, he 
went on to compete at the 
High School National 
Wrestling Championships in 
Ohio where he won three of 
his four matches. His only 


loss came to a four-time 
state champion from New 
York, who went on to wrestle 
at Ohio State. 

Among his accolades in 


wrestling, Hanley was 
named as a Boston Herald 
All-Scholastic and to the 
Lowell Sun All-Star team as 
a junior. As a senior, he was 
named the Cape Ann 
League's Wrestler of the 
Year, a Lowell Sun All-Star, a 
Boston Globe and Boston 
Herald All-Scholastic, and 
he was ranked as one of the 
top five wrestlers - of all of 
the weight classes - in the 
entire state by mass- 
wrestling com. 

"We're all very proud of 
Derek," said then head 
coach Mike Pimental after 
watching Hanley take sec- 
ond at the NE Meet. "As a 
whole, I really believe the 


town, the school, the team 
and us coaches are extreme- 
ly proud of what he has 
accomplished. He raised the 
bar here for Wilmington 
Wrestling. He's the one who 
opened the door for the 
future wrestlers. I think the 
community should really be 
proud of Derek Hanley and 
what he's done." 

On the football field, 
Hanley was a two-way play- 
er as a running back and 
defensive back. He admitted 
that he had a subpar junior 
year and wanted to redeem 
himself as a senior. He cer- 
tainly did as he rushed for 
1,172 yards and scored 16 
touchdowns, while also 
adding 320 receiving yards 
and another score helping 
Wilmington finish 7-4. 

He finished his career with 
1,610 rushing yards on 249 


carries, which is just shy of 
6.5 yards per carry. 

Hanley was named a Cape 
Ann League All-Conference 
selection and to the Lowell 
Sun Team that football sea- 
son. In addition, he was 
named the Town. Crier's 
Male Athlete of the Year in 
2002. 

"I think it's a great honor 
for him," said Pimental at 
the time of the TC Athlete of 
the Year article, which came 
at the first few weeks of 
Hanley's senior wrestling 
season. "He showed he 
deserves it with what he did 
last year. He did a lot of off 
season work and he is very 
gung-ho about being the best 
in ‘the state, all-state and 
New England Meets. No 
matter what he's involved 
in, he puts forth a great 
effort.”

The Wilmington defense 
then stiffened with Ryan 
Copson, Cullen Walsh and 
Collin Brown making big 
stops up from.

Wilmington went right to 
work .and started running up 
inside with solid runs from 
Zack Timmons and Ryan 
Copson. Some fine blocking 
up front from Pat Lee, Kyle 
Gabaraee, Will Trach, Collin 
Brown, Cullen Walsh, Ben 
Gibbons and Trent Wedge 
opened big holes as the wild- 
eats drove 60 yards down to 
the Chelmsford 15. However, 
on fourth down Copson was 
dragged down behind the 
line and the drive stalled. 
The defense got tough 
again with Trent Wedge 
making a nice play at end 
and Kenny Branley, Aiden 
Burke and Geoffrey 
Cavanaugh coming up from 
the secondary to make big 
tackles.

Wilmington 
lined up again and with the 
momentum of a freight train 
ran the same play and found 
the whole left side in the 
endzone with Timmons and 
the thrilling extra point to 
win the game 20-19. 

The Cats erupted with a 
huge celebration and walked 
off finishing the regular sea- 
son at 6-2 heading into the 
playoffs this Sunday at 
Wilmington High School.
